This fact is revealed by inquiry 
made at eleven of the county’s fin­ 
ancial institutions yesterday and at 
the remaining two, which could not 
be reached yesterday, this morning.

county. 
The banks were not asked 
to report to the county 
chairman, 
but are sending 
a daily report 
of 
subscriptions to the seventh district 
federal reserve bank headquarters 
at Chicago. 
For this 
reason 
the 
county has not been up to date 
on 
its subscriptions. 
Another report was received this 
morning from federal reserve head­ 
quarters showing that Rush county 
continues to move up on other Ind­ 
iana counties in the district in 
the 
per cent of quota subscribed. 
Rush 
county now ranks fourth among the 
sixty-nine state counties in the sev­ 
enth district, and on the last report, 
received Monday, she was sixth. 
The report today discloses 
that 
Rush, county 
up 
to last Saturday 
had subscribed 16.8 per cent of her 
quota, as computed at Chicago. The 
number 
o*f subscriptions 
reported 
from the county 
at the close 
of 
business Saturday was two hundred 
and thirty and their par value was 
$119,950. 
Dearborn county
